j Hayana'g Fortifications. 

Thege facts about the fortifica- 
tions of Havana are gathered from 
a letter written by an officer of 
the Puritan on the blockade line. 
If we ever do have to bom bard 
Havana, it will be no easy matter 
now to sileuce the forts. Last Sun- 
day I had a good chance in the 
afternoon during my watch to ex- 
amine the place through the glass- 
es. We wore about eight miles 
broad off the entrance. I counted 
five forts txr the left of the en- 
trance, not counting Morro castle, 
a ring of sand and earth works be- 
hind the town, and four or five 
heavy batteries, to the westward. 
Havana has been strongly fortified. 
Close along share, several miles on 
each side, the batteries are protect- 
ed by tons and tons of sand, the 
best protection in the world. They 
must have had 10,000 soldiers and 
workmen throwing up these hills 
of sand. The guns within them are 
10, 12 and 16-inch, They cover all 
approaches up to four miles dis- 
tance, and some of our gunboats 
have gotten within range. Some 
of their captains told me that shells 
big as footballs fell within fifty 
yards of their yessles at four miles 
before they got up speed and turn- 
ed tail. 1 talked to an insurgent 
captain a few days ago. He had 
wriggled through the bpanish lines 
about Cardenas. He has been in 
the bush two years, and looked 
like a Swede, but is a Cuban. He 
said -the insurgents had 3,500 men 
about Cardenas, 20,000 about 
Havana, and 60,000 men all told, 
but they are short of arms, and 
especially ammunition. Before a 
battle, he said, they serve out three 
rounds per man— to fire and one 
to keep for tomorrow. They want 
the 50-caIibre bullet that will stop 
a man, and riot the small caliber 
Mauser.

MONDAY. 

Later and more detailed reports 
from the battle on Thursday places 
the American losses at 16 killed, 
51 wounded and 9 missing. Up to 
dale 37 dead Spaniards have been 
found and buried, it appears that 
Col. Wood's command was led 
into an ambuscade, from which 
only the coolest courage and most 
desperate fighting succeedad in exs 
tricating them. 

The opposing forces at Santiago 
are now only four miles apart. 
The pickets are within hailiug dis- 
tance of each other. Gen. Wheeler, 
in command at Sevilla, now has 
6,000 Americans and about 1,500 
Cubans with him, while other 
troops are being hurried forward. 
It seems inevitable that the decisive 
battle must be fought within a 
week. 

The war department has decided 
to establish a military prison at 
McPherson and accommodations 
will be made right away for 5,000 
to 10,000 men. 

Spaniards are determined to de- 
fend Santiago as long as ammuni- 
tion and supplies hold out. Heights 
about the city are strongly fortificc 1 
which may hold out against the 
United States army for a month.

An American fleet has 
been started which is expected to 
reach Dewey about three days be 
fore the yessels of the enemy ar- 
rive, but if it fails Dewey will be 
in a close place. 

Ex-Chancellor Boggs of the 
the State University has tendered 
his services as chaplain and nurse 
and may go to Cuba- 
Gen. Shafter wants to attack 
Santiago at once for fear that it is 
reinforced by 10,000 troops which 
Spain has in reserve. 

WEDNESDAY. 

Sevilla has been captured and 
the soldiers of Shaffer's army are 
facing the fortifications in San- 
tiago. Gen. Linares has been re- 
enforced by Spaniards until he 
now has 20,000 seasoned troops 
but starvation is prevailing. Two 
of the Spanish forts contain each 
about 4,500 men and stretching 
around the whole city are nine 
barbed wire fences, fifty yards 
apart, while just inside of them 
arc rifle pits. The Cubans believe 
that if the water supply ot the city 
can be cut off Santiago will have 
to yield. The Americans are re- 
ceiving ammunition, gatling guns 
and dynamite guns. 

Commander Sigbee while off San 
Juan, Porto Rico, was attacked 
by the Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Terror. St. Paul hit the 
Terror three times, killing one 
officer and two men, wounding sev- 
eral others and crippling the vessel 
and it dropped back under cov 
of fortifications under much dif 
culty.

Today is the first of the quarter 
and the Dahlonega post master res 
quests us to state that those desir- 
ing boxes must come up and pay 
for them in advance or surrender 
their keys otherwise they will have 
to get their mail at the general de- 
livery window.. By taking due 
notice it will save you embarrass- 
ment, especially when you desire 
postage stamps booked to you for 
no one can get them without the 
money hereafter. The goyern- 
ment requires it and they cannot 
afford to run any risk to accom- 
modate any one in this respect. 

The recent war tax which be- 
comes a law today effects every 
citizen and requires a stamp to be 
affixed to deeds and other papers 
besides you have to pay two cents 
extra for every money order you 
get. These stamps must be affixed 
by the party executing them; they 
must write or stamp their initials 
and date across the stamp. There 
is a penaltytor failure to to attach 
stamps, and the act also provides 
that any instrument that requires 
a stamp will be invalid if the stamp 
is omitted. Some of the papers 
and articles that require stamps 
are, each bank check, 2 cents; each 
telephone message for which a 
.charge of fifty cents or more is 
charged, one cent; every deed 
where the consideration is $100 and 
pot morethan $500, fifty cents; for 
each additional $100, fifty cents; 
every telegraphic message, one 
cent; every lease of land for one 
year; twenty-five cents; more than 
one and not oyer three years, fifty 
cents, and so on. 



Ship's Range in Action. 

"The picture in some of the 
bam m\iagc aewspajrers of buttle 
ships in action are about as funny 
as tbo Japanese idea of perspect- 
ive," said a naval officer. "These 
pictures rcpiesent (he opposing 
ships blazing away at each other 
with 14-inch rifles at a range of 
about a hundred feet, and the artists 
certainly work up the thing to 
make it look tcrific enough, in all 
conscience. It's a wonder to me 
that they don't represent the crews 
of the opposing ships in the act of 
using grapplying irons, as they did 
in engagements at close quarters 
in the days of the old 70-gun 
frigates. As a matter of fact, if 
cither battle ships in an engage- 
ment between vessels of today goes 
within such a range of another, or 
anything like it, it would simply 
be a matter of the first shot. One 
big shell delivered at such a range 
would leave only the debris of the 
struck ship floating on the surface 
of the water. 

Modern ships of war are not 
devised to get within any such 
range of each other in action. The 
nearest that any of the opposing 
ships in the great naval battle on 
the Yalu got to each other was a 
trifle under two miles, and what 
one battle ship can do to another 
at that range is something beyond 
calculation. The naval engagement 
of this era is very largely a matter 
of manoeuvring— of presenting the 
smallest possible target to the guns 
of the enemy's ships, and of forcing 
the enemy to present their biggest 
hull to the range finders. When 
the commander of a ship in the 
coming engagements can contrive 
to get in his work on the enemy's 
vessel while only pointing with his 
nose in their direction— leaving 
them practically on a razor's edge 
target— he is liable to eat them up. 
But while there is still a drill in 
the United States navy called "re- 
pelling boarders," the drill is only 
retained in the manuel of the sake 
of exercising the men, and the on- 
ly boarding that will be done in 
the coming fights will be done by 
prize screws, taking possession of 
beaten ships after the latter have 
struck their colors.— Washington 
Star.

The distribution took place 
yesterday at the Asylum of Santa 
Christina. Hours before^the time 
for the giving out of the provis..- 

ms the streets leading to the 

sylnm were packed with crowds 
of famishing people. The police 
were entirely unable to manage 
the eagerly expectant thousands, 
who saw before them the ffrst op- 
portunity in weeks to procure a 
little nourishing food for them- 
selves, and in many cases for their 
starying children. 

More than 4,000 famished 
wretches who had been unable to 
procure tickets swelled the 
throngs, clamoring for bread. 

The spectacle was a most pitiful 
one, and clearly indicated the 
abyss of suffering into which the 
war has plunged thousands of the 
lower classes. 

In the crowds were many peas- 
ants and others from the country 
whose means of livelihood had 
been lost and who came to Madrid 
with the futile hope that in the 
capital they would be able to find 
employment. Suffering and des - 
pair were visible on their fea- 
tures, and tears stood in the eyes 
of many as their scanty dole of 
food was passed to them. 

When the supply of provisions 
had been exhausted Senor Akuil- 
lera ordered that a real, the value 
of which is about 10 cents be given 
to each of those who had receiv- 
ed no food.

law are ineligible to membership 
on the county board of education.

Why 
does he say this? Because it has not 
even got a location for a school 
house, much less a building or any 
teachers, and has not receiyed "a 
pro rata of the public school fund 
directly from the State School 
Commissioner," as directed by law 
governing local schools. For this 
law he refers us to the acts of '97.

keep a thin mulch of finely pulverized 
surface soil spread over his fields. The 
who thoroughly understands the 
importance of this principle will never 
allow a crust to remain on his laud 
longer than he can run a shallow, broad 
furrow to break it up. The need of this 
rapid work accentuates the imports 
of wide cutting plows and expanding 
cultivators. 

has often been called the "pivotal 
month," because if the work is not 
carefully planned and adjusted much of 
our previous effort will count f < 
In "laying by" our crops we should re- 
member that the network of delicate 
roots just beneath the surface perme- 
ates the entire field and that we should 
be as careful to avoid injuring these as 
we are to prevent the breaking and tear- 
ing of the leaves and stalks above the 
ground. 

DURATION OF CULTIVATION. 
Plowing at this season should 
ulated very much by the habits and 
condition of the different crops. For 
instance, work in the late maturing, 
large growing varieties of cotton may 
cease sooner than in the shorter limbed, 
early maturing kinds, because when tho 
growth of these large varieties is thus 
checked they begin to take on fruit, 
which they would not do to the same 
( stent if their luxuriant leaf growth 
were encouraged by continued cultiva- 
tion. On the other hand, if the smaller anr' 
quicker maturing varieties are develop- 
ing favorably, a shallow center furrow, 
even well into August, will be of bene- 
fit. We should always keep in mind 
that the object of plowing at this sea- 
son is not to break the soil to any depth, 
1 inch is enough, but to keep down any 
incipient weeds or grass, to check evap- 
oration and to promote the access of air 
to the plant oots. 

OTHER WORK FOR THE MONTH. 

Boas for forage may be sown until 
the last of July, and if encouraged by 
an application of acid phosphate and 
potash, will store up in the soil for our 
future use the third and most important 
as well as most expensive element of 
plant food— nitrogen. As we have time 
and opportunity we should also decide 
on our fall campaign, what crops we 
will plant and what fields apportion to 
each one. Any successful 

FALE CROPS RYE 
should be given an important place. It 
not only furnishes firstclass green food 
for the cold months, but as a renovator 
and accumulator of humus, can- 
not be too highly prized. It is 
hardy, and besides performing the 
above important offices, it acts 
as a stay to the winter floods, which 
otherwise rush over our bare fields. 
September is early enough to sow any 
of these fall grain crops, but July is 
none too early to plan for our wheat, 
oats and rye fields. A pea stubble is a 
firstclass beginning for either wheat or 
oats, as .both demand a full supply of 
nitrogen.. If rye is sown on the pea 
stubble it continues the work of reno- 
vation begun by the pea crop, and when 
turned under in the, spring lays the 
foundation for bounteous crops of either 
corn or cotton.

CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 

Dry Weather Injures Corn and Cotton 
■what Ketavded. 

COTTON. 

Throughout the state the cotton fields 
are well worked and free from grass. 
The stands are fairly good and the 
plants as a rule healthy. On account of 
the dry spring the growth has been 
somewhat retarded, and the weed 
as large as it should be at this date. No 
reports of lice or other insect 
yet, and with plenty of rain for the next 
six or eight weeks the crop may turn 
out well. The cotton plant needs but 
little rain in the earlier stages of its 
growth, but as it takes on fruit abun- 
dant moisture is required for its proper 
growth and development, and a further 
continuation of the dry weather of the 
past six weeks would prove almost 

CORN. 

This crop has been injured by the dry 
weather, particularly so in the southern 
-iortion of the state. The rains have 
ieen very partial, some localities 
favored with an average fall, while oth" 
in the same neighborhood have seri- 
ously suffered. There has been no gen- 
eral, heavy rainfall covering the entire 
state, during the year; consequently 
fivers have been low, branches and 
creeks have dried up, wells have failed, 
and in some places it has been difficult 
to get water for any purpose. Of course 
the crop has suffered more or less under 
these circumstances, and will be un- 
doubtedly cut off to a considerable 
extent. The fields, however, have been 
well worked and are clean and in g " 

condition, and with abundant and 

mediate rains, Middle and North Geor- 
gia may still make good crops. 

This crop has been a disappointment 
to those who planted in the spring, the 
o* rain rendering the crop, in 
many eases, worthless. Fall planted 
oats did very well, as a rule, though 
they would have turned out better with 
more rain in April. I again advise 
farmers to plant at least half of their 
oat crops in the early fall. The chances 
of their being winter-killed are less 
than the chances of the spring oats 
being ruined by a dry May. 

WHEAT. 

This crop has been harvested, threshed 
and I hope sold. In many years the 
state has not made a better or more 
abundant crop, and I trust that the 
farmers of the wheat section of Georgia 
will feel encouraged by this year' 
— irience to engage still more large 

cultivation. Since harvesting „„, 
ttenced the price has steadily dropped, 
but I trust that the wheat growers of 
Georgia received not less than $1 a 
bushel for their crops. 

MINOR CROPS, 

such as corn, sorghum, sweet potatoes, 
. etc., have all felt the bad effects of 
hot, dry spring. General and abund- 
xt rams are required all over the state 
> bring these crops out so that an aver- 
age yield may be expected. Gardens 
and pastures have been badly injured in 
every county in the state. Recent 
showers have caused a little improve- 
ment in both, but general and heavy 
— necessary to bring about any 
marked improvement. 

FRUIT. 

Peaches and watermelons are being 
marketed, and the prospect is good for 
an abundant, crop of each. Watermelons 
BO far are small, for want of rain. 
Peaches will be small also for the same 
reason, and because of overbearing. 
The berry crops have all been injured 
by dry weather. Grapes promise to be 
abundant. Apple crop poor.— Stato 
Agricultural Department.

Minister Sagasta in an interyiew 
admits the utter hopelessness of 
Spain's position and indicates that 
the end of the present war is near 
at hand. 



Col. William Jennings Bryan's 
command, the Third volunteer reg- 
iment of . Nebraska, has received 
orders from the war department to 
move at once to Jacksonville, and 
it is gone. 



Thomas M. Bel), an old White 
county boy, was nominated clerk 
of the Superior Court of Hall 
county last week. A. J. Munday, 
who has held the office for years, 
was re-nominated. 



Rev. Greenbury Hall, who died 
in Dawson county some days ago 
was the oldest minister in this 
whole mountain country. He was 
78 years of age and had been 
preaching since 1850. 

We fear that the yellow fever 
will be more destructive to the 
American troops now than the 
leaden balls of the Spaniards. 
Saturdays papers reported twenty- 
three new cases among the Am 
can troops and three deaths. 

Several cases of yellow feyer at 
Siboney will be sent to Ft. Mon- 
roe. It is feared that there art 
at least one hundred suspicious 
cases. The soldiers arc wet for 
hours at a time id the trenches 
and this gives the disease a better 
chance to seize hold of them. 



War News. 

Gen. Torrell has at last surren- 
dered Santiago. 

The territory makes about 5,000 
square miles, and the Spanish sol 
diers to be sent to Spain is estimat- 
ed at about 10,000. 

Gen. Torrell first proposed only 
to surrender by the Americans 
carrying his soldiers together with 
their*guns back to Spain. The 
latter was objected to by President 
McKinley, and Gen. Shatter was 
ordered to take the city without 
delay and the General then sur- 
rendered all. 

During the siege a great iron- 
clad squadron has been destroyed 
and nearly a thousand Spanish sol- 
diers have died in the trenches of 
Santiago. About 250 American 
soldiers have been killed and in 
round numbers 2,000 have been 
sent to the hospitals, from wounds, 
fever and other ailments. 

Gen. Shaftcr made this an- 
nouncement to the war depart- 
ment on the 17th: V 'I have the hon- 
or to announce that the American 
flag has been this instant, 12 noon 
hoisted over the house of the civil 
government in the city of Santiago. 
An immense concourse of people 
present. A squad of cavalry and a 
regiment of infantry presenting 
arms and band playing national 
airs. Light battery fired salute of 
twenty-one guns. Perfect order is 
being maintained by municipal 
goyemment. 

"Distress is very great; but 
little sickness in town. Scarcely 
any yellow fever. A. small gunboat 
and about 200 seamen left by 
Cervera have surrendered to 
Obstructions are being removed 
from mouth of harbor, 

"Upon corning into the city I 
discovered a perfect entanglement 
of defenses. Fighting as the Spani- 
ards did the first day it would have 
cost 5,000 lives to have taken it. 
Battalions of Spanish troops have 
been depositing arms since daylight 
in armory, over which I have guard 
General Toral formally surrendi 
erad the plaza and all stores at 9 
a. m, W. R. SH AFTER, 

MajorGeneral. 
Since the United States flag was 
hoisted last Sunday thousands of 
lefugees are returning to the city 
asking for food. 

Gen. Miles is now on his way to 
Porto Rico. He left on the 18th 
to be followed by 30,000 men and 
as many more as is necessary to 
do up the required work. An

Thomas O. Sommers and 
twentysfive other immunes have 
gone from Camp Alger, Va., to 
Cuba to take charge of the yellow 
fever patients. Maj. Sommers is 
an expert in the matter of yellow 
fever and malarial fevers, He 
treated and saved 1,500 patients 
during the epidemic of 1878-9. 

Something over $200,000 will be 
paid by the government as "head 
money" to the officers and sailors 
who destroyed Cervera's fleet. 
This is according to law which 
provides payment of $100 a head, 
or every man on the ships of an 
enemy when these ships are de- 
stroyed. A few of the officers will 
receive pretty good fortunes. 

The subscriptions to the new 3 
per cent war loau of $200,000,000 
which closed at the 14th inst., in- 
eluding the offers made by syndi- 
cates amount to $1,200,000,000 or 
six times the amount of the issue. 
Subscriptions of individuals will 
more than absorb the amount of 
bonds. The law does not allow 
banks or syndicates any finger iu 
the pie and thsy will all be left.

The poor unfortunate 
creature was deformed and death 
was no doubt preferable to her but 
it is a very bad way to be treated 
in a community of people where so 
many claim to be christians. JNo 
wonder that some poor people who 
suffer from hunger had rather die 
than go to this Pauper's Home, 
which should be made a comfort 
and pleasure instead of a torment 
on earth. Not long ago one of the 
inmates of this place become 
insane and had to be sent to the 
asylum. Is there auy wonder? 
There is but one more inmate left 
there — an old lady — whose mind 
is also unbalanced and accor- 
ding to nature will soon pass out 
of existence. And when she does 
this place should be closed up and 
sold out. When the county au- 
thorities can't afford to buy new 
plank to make one of tier paupers 
ikI have to tear old lumber 
off of an outhouse for the purpose, 
don't you think that it is time to 
dispose of the entire ctmcciu'.

Judges and Solicitors. INQUIRY BO X FO R MONTH. 

| Tlie State Agricultural Department 
Replies to Questions. 
Question.— I would like to know 
something more about vetches. Some 
time ago I read your article on this sub- 
ject, and as I wish to experiment a lit- 
tle on this line I write to ask if it is 
advisable to sow now, or would it be 
best to wait until fall? If we can get a 
certain crop that will give us green food 
in the late winter and early spring one 
difficulty that the farmer has to con- 
tend against will be overcome, and if 
this can be done with a nitrogen gath- 
ering crop, which will at the same time 
benefit the land, farming at the south 
will have made a long step forward. 

Answer. — In the southern states 
vetches should be sown in the late sum- 
mer or early fall. The hairy vetch is 
preferred for our climate and should be 
.sown from the middle of August to the 
middle of September, according to sea- 
sons. Spring vetches seem more par- 
ticularly suited to northern latitudes, 
indeed, have proved a signal failure in 
our climate. Hairy vetch will stand a 
good amount of cold and drouth, but it 
does not like a damp soil— any excess of 
Water is very injurious to it and it 
seems to prefer a sandy soil. At 
the Mississippi Experiment Station 
heavy annual crops have been realized 
from a peice of land sown in 1888, which 
has never been reseeded. Stock is 
taken off and cuttings cease in March, 
the plants mature and scatter their seed 
over the ground, which begin to germi- 
nate with the first fall rains. If the 
crop is intended to be cut for forage and 
is sown broadcast, about a bushel of 
Winter oats, or rye or wheat should be 
Bown at the same time. These will 
furnish a support for the vines and pre- 
vent them from trailing on the ground. 
The difficulty of cutting the crop prop- 
erly will thus be obviated. When cut 
for hay the plants should be in fall bloom. 
The kidney vetch is another variety, 
Which is recommended for poor, thin cal- 
eous or very sandy soils, which will 
support clovers or better forage crops, 
but from the result of experiments with

At the next election in this state, 
to be held on the first Wednesday 
in October, a proposed amend: 
to the constution is to bo voted 
upon, which amendment-provides 
for the election of Judges and Sol- 
icitors by a direct vote of the peo 
pie, but on a general state ticket, 
and not by circuits. If this amend- 
ment should be adopted, the peo- 
ple of the several circuits of the 
state will have no voice in the 
selection of these officers, except 
such as they ha ye in the election 
of a Governor and state house 
officers. It is an outrage on every 
citizen and voter in the state, and 
the proposed amendment should be 
voted down, and covered up by 
such an avalanche of ballots against 
it, as will teach the Democratic 
jugglers of the state Legislature 
that they cannot deprive us, with 
our own consent, of the inestimable 
right of local choice in the selecs 
lion of officers upon whose integrity 
our rights of life, liberty and 
property so largely depend. The 
principle involved is right, but 
when we are confronted with 
conditions that completely over- 
turn that principle, it is our duty 
to protest against the methods 
proposed, and to demand that we 
be allowed to elect Judges and 
Solicitors separately each circuit. 
We know better, who we want to 
preside over our courts, and to 
administer our criminal laws, than 
the people of Chatham, Kichmond 
Bibb or Fulton counties and yet, if 
the proposed amendment prevails, 
the people of these counties will 
have as much voice in the selection 
of these officers as we have, and it 
is wrong. If we do not vote it 
down, it will become the organic 
law of the state, and cannot be 
changed, except by another vote to 
change the constitution, and we 
should therefore be very careful to 
have on our ballots, "Against liat- 
ification," when we vote on this at- 
tempted scheme to defraud the peo- 
ple. All will admit that the present 
system is bad, but it is infinitely 
better than what is proposed.— 
Jasper Republican,

Longest Tow Eyfir Attempted 

Santrancisco July 22.— The gun- 
boat Iroquois, formerly the tug 
Fearless, is about to make the lon- 
gest tow ever undertaken. 

She is to haul the ship Tacoma 
from San Francisco to Manila by 
the way of Honolula, a distance of 
about 6,600 miles. The Tocoma is 
to carry 100 horses and 120 mules 
and a coal supply. 

The Iroquois will steam to Ho- 
nulula, a distance of 2,100 miles, 
on her own coal. At Honulula 
sb/3 will recoal from the bunkers at 
that port and then proceed to the 
Ladrones, and there getting into 
smooth water, will take on suffi- 
cient coal from the Tocoma to car- 
ry her through to Manila, 
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Some idea of the awful rain of 
shells poured into the doomed 
Spanish squadron on the morning 
of July 3, by the pursuing Ameri- 
can warships, may be gained from 
the battleship Oregon. 

This number also bears out the 
statement of the Spanish officers 
that it was the fire from the sec- 
ond batteries that drove their men 
from the guns and forced theirships 
to beach. 

From the time when Private 
O'Shay of the battleship Oregon 
fired the first shot from her for- 
ward 6-pounder untjl the Christo 
bal Colon turned toward the shore, 
the Oregon fired 1776 shells. Of 
these 1670 were from her 6-poun- 
ders. The big 13-inch guns were 
fired thirty-four times, the Ssinch 
twenty-four times. 

The 1-pounder was fired twenty 
times. The destruction caused by 
some of the shots was fearful. One 
S-inch shell which penetrated the 
turret of the Almirante Oquendo., 
exploded and .killed =every person 
inside, blowing some si© pieces.

Congressional Appropriation. 

The eongress which adjourned 
recently appropriated $892, 527, 991 
according to an official statement 
by Chairman Cannon, of the house 
committee on appropriations. The 
total includes $117,836,210 of per- 
manent appropriations to meet 
sinking 'fund requirements and 
interest on the public debt and 
8361,788,085 to meet expenditures 
of the war with Spain. Including 
the two items mentioned, there re- 
mains a iota! of $412,603,676 to 
meet all ordinary expenses of (the 
government, which is only a little 
over $4,000,000 in excess of that 
appropriated at the last session of 
congress for the same purposes. 
This excess is more than account- 
ed for by the increased appropnas 
tion for pensions amounting to 
$8,000,000. W.hile no river and 
harbor bill has been passed the 
-the sundry civil act carries $14,-

Thursday.— To-days papers stafe 
terms of peace were discussed in 
Washington both officially and ur,» 
officially, but no reply will be 
made to Spain until after the cabi- 
net meeting to-day.

says an exchange. In the very 
first accounts of the skirmishes 
there it was noted that the dead 
were terribly mangled.

A.t the greatest 
effective range the Mauser bores 
like m auger, leaving only a small 
incised wound and completely 
penetrating bone, sinew, tendom 
or flesh opposed to it. 

The United States adopted the 
Krag Jorgetsen of 1892, about the 
same time the Spaniards concluded 
to arm their men with the Man: 
Both are high power magazine rifle 
of the "cut off" type, central fi: 
cartridges, and nearly the same 
weight. Each carries five cartrid 
ges. The Mauser is 27 calibre, the 
Krag Jorgensen 30. The Mauser 
bullet weighs 175 grains, the Krag 
Jorgenson 220 grains. The Mau- 
ser is ejected by only 30 grains of 
powder, while the Krag Jorgenens 
takes 37; but the Spanish bullet is 
propelled by smokeless powder, 
which gives an initial velocity of 
2,280 feet per second while ours 
goes from 200 to 270 feet slower.

for "feeding green, and for making hay 
If so what variety would you 
mend, and how to plant and 

Answer.— Sorghum is a most excel- 
lent forage plant to feed either 
to save as hay. It does best on rich, 
loamy soils, but will do well 
oil any soil that will produce fair crops 
cotton. Prepare the land 
well, and bed as you would for ootton 
in 8M feet rows, using from 300 to 400 
pounds of a complete fertilizer. About 
cotton planting time open a shallow fur- 
row and drill the seed— from a half 
bushel to three pecks to the acre. Cul- 
tivate shallow^nd often. When grown 
for forage it is not necessary to thin 
out, though thinning is very essential 
when the sorghum is grown for syrup 
making. The "Early Amber" and 
"Minnesota Early Amber" are excellent 
varieties, as are also the "Early Orange" 
and "Kansas Orange." 

Sorghum will do better on thin soils, 
and will stand drouth better than corn. 
For making hay, cut soon after it begins 
to bloom and put up in small shocks 
until cured. For feeding green, outting 
should be begun as soon as the plants 
begin to form heads. Stir the ground 
with a cultivator or plow immediately 
after harvesting a crop, and the sorghum 
will continue to grow and make a 
second and third cutting. Feed but 
little at first, increasing the amount 
day by day, until the stock become ac- 
customed to it. — State Agricultural 
Department. 

About Subsoillng. 

-Is it not injurious to land 
to subsoil at this season? I am a young 
farmer, but I have always heard that it 
was dangerous to bring the clay to the 
surface after the late fall or early 
winter. 

Answer.— Yon are under a misappre- 
hension as to the meaning of subsoil- 
ing. This is not a turning of the clay 
to the surface, but it is the breaking up 
of the subsoil at the bottom of the fur- 
and leaving it there. This may be 
done by following, in the bottom of the 
furrow, which is made by an ordinary 
plow, with a long narrow "scooter," or 
a "bull tongue." Or it may be accom- 
plished with one furrow, made by a 
subsoil plow, constructed especially for 
this purpose. In either case it is simply 
breaking up the lower soil, which is 
not reached by an ordinary plow. This 
plan will expose it to the action of the 
air, will drain it of surplus water or 
make it more retentive of necessary 
and by thus increasing its 
porosity or powers of absorption will 
not only regulate the moisture for the 
use of crops, but will bring into service 
its heretofore locked up and insoluble 
elements of plant food.— State Agri- 
cultural Department.
